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REPORT 

OF 

ALBERTA  LIQUOR  CONTROL  BOARD 


Introduction 

The  present  Government  Liquor  Control  Act  received  the 
Royal  Assent  on  April  12,  1924,  and  within  one  month  the  Act 
be  came  effective  by  proclamation,  viz.  May  10.  1924. 

During  the  intervening  period  the  Chief  Vendor  under  the 
former  Liquor  Act  continued  to  provide  liquor  on  the  prescriptions 
of  medical  practitioners,  the  two  stores  and  two  warehouses  under 
his  jurisdiction  closing  at  1  p.m.  on  May  10. 

The  remaining  stock  in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Vendor  was 
then  taken  over  by  the  Alberta  Liquor  Control  Board. 

On  Monday,  May  12,  1924,  the  stores  at  Calgary  and  Edmon¬ 
ton  were  opened  for  business  under  the  new  Act  and  the  sale  of 
permits  commenced,  not  only  through  the  offices  of  the  Board  at 
Edmonton,  but  at  some  fifteen  points  throughout  the  Province. 
Additional  stores  at  the  chief  strategic  points  throughout  the 
province  were  opened  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  first  week  of  operations  twelve  stores  were  doing  busi¬ 
ness.  Other  stores  followed  where  local  conditions  and  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  service  to  the  contiguous  territory  warranted  the  action. 

In  the  selection  of  staff  special  consideration  was  given  to  the 
claims  of  the  returned  man  with  the  result  that  approximately  75% 
of  the  male  staff  is  composed  of  ex-service  men. 


Warehouse  Accommodation 

It  soon  became  evident  that  the  warehouse  taken  over  by  the 
Board  from  the  Chief  Vendor  would  be  unsuitable  for  the  present 
business,  and  a  careful  investigation  of  properties  more  suitable 
made,  with  the  result  that  leases  upon  favorable  terms  were  entered 
into  covering  the  undermentioned  properties  : 

Calgary — Warehouse  on  Lots  1,  2  and  3,  Block  69.  Plan 
A.  I.  Calgary. 

Ed  MONTON— Seventh  and  eighth  floors  of  warehouse  build¬ 
ing,  situate  on  Lots  189  to  194,  both  inclusive,  in  Block 
3,  Plan  B  1,  Edmonton,  together  with  office  space  on 
second  floor  where  the  offices  of  the  Board  are  situated. 

3  The  terms  on  which  these  properties  are  leased  are 

shown  under  Appendix  “A”  forming  part  of  this 
report. 
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Bv  moving  the  executive  offices  of  the  Board  to  the  second 
floor  of  this  buildings  a  considerable  saving  in  overhead  was 
effected. 

In  choosing  premises  for  warehouse  accommodation  particular 
attention  was  paid  to  location,  trackage  facilities  and  low  insurance 
rates.  The  stocks  of  liquor  in  the  Calgary  building  carry  the  un¬ 
usually  low  rate  of  thirty  cents  and  in  Edmonton  forty-four  cents. 

Government  Liquor  Stores 

Stores  have  been  established  at  twenty-five  centres,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  there  is  no  urgent  need  for  any  material 
enlargement  of  the  organization  in  the  meantime. 

The  opening  and  closing  hours  of  sale  for  the  various  stores 
were  determined  after  consultation  with  many  citizens  closely  in 
touch  with  prevailing  conditions.  The  general  opinion  favored  the 
hours  from  10  a.m.  to  6  p.m.  in  the  rural  centres,  and  10  a.m.  to 
S  p.m.  in  the  larger  cities  and  mining  towns.  This  arrangement 
lias  proven  satisfactory  and  no  change  is  contemplated. 

In  order  that  persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  non-agency  points 
should  not  suffer  by  reason  of  the  geographical  location  of  their 
residences,  the  Board  made  repeated  efforts  to  get  the  express 
companies  to  accept  liquor  shipments  to  such  points,  but  without 

success. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  delivery  of  parcels 
containing  liquors,  with  the  exception  of  malt  liquor,  by  the  postal 
authorities,  and,  in  view  of  the  extra  expense  involved  in  this 
method  of  handling  shipments,  an  additional  charge  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  bottle  is  made.  This  charge  enables  a  person  who  resides 
at  a  distance  from  a  point  where  an  express  company  has  an  agent 
io  have  his  liquor  shipped  to  him  direct  by  mail,  the  expense  to  the 
Board  being  practically  the  same  as  if  the  shipment  had  been  made 
by  express. 


Purchases  of  Liquor 

A  fair  assortment  of  stocks  of  liquor  was  held  by  the  Chief 
Vendor,  and  this  stock  was  taken  over  and  purchased  by  the  Board 
at  the  landed  cost  subject  to  any  adjustments  made  necessary  when 
the  price  paid  did  not  conform  to  the  fair  market  price  obtaining 
for  similar  goods. 

Additional  stocks  were  purchased  from  time  to  time,  orders 
being  placed  direct  through  the  distillers. 

With  the  completion  of  the  development  work  and  the  busi¬ 
ness  having  been  in  operation  nearly  eight  months,  the  Board  is 
now  in  a  position  to  more  closely  determine  the  quantity  of  liquor 
which  should  be  carried  and  also  what  particular  brands  are  in 
demand  in  each  district. 
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rI  he  problem  of  purchasing  imported  wines  presented  many 
difficulties,  and  the  Board  has  bought  sparingly,  preferring  to  feel 
its  way  and  determine  through  public  opinion  the  products  which 
should  be  carried  in  stock. 

Native  wines  are  stocked  in  all  the  stores,  and  the  demand  for 
these  is  steadily  increasing. 

With  the  recent  pronounced  improvement  in  the  ocean  freight 
service  to  Vancouver  via  the  Panama,  the  Board  can  now  adjust  its 
shipments  to  eliminate  the  practice  of  ordering  liquor  in  large 
quantities. 

A  record  of  all  purchases  of  liquor  made  by  the  Board  is 
shown  in  appendix  “C”  to  this  report. 

Marine  Insurance 

A  very  satisfactory  and  economical  policy  was  obtained  from 
the  North  River  Insurance  Company. 

Besides  more  complete  coverage,  a  saving  of  practically  30% 
in  premiums  is  effected  over  the  policy  previously  in  force  under 
the  old  Act. 

Fire  Insurance 

A  blanket  schedule  was  adopted  as  the  only  feasible  course 
to  follow. 

In  order  that  all  agents  should  have  an  equal  opportunity  of 
bidding  for  the  business,  the  Board  advertised  its  intention  in  the 

I  principal  newspapers  of  the  province  on  May  6,  1921,  of  carrying 
the  risk  under  blanket  schedule.  Sixty-one  agents  responded  and 
submitted  proposals  more  or  less  complete. 

The  result  of  this  examination  was  to  split  the  total  into  two 
blanket  schedules, — one  covering  the  Edmonton  warehouse  and 
the  stores  supplied  from  it,  handled  through  H.  M.  E.  Evans  & 
Company,  Limited,  and  the  other  the  Calgary  warehouse  and  the 
stores  fed  therefrom,  handled  through  the  Roj^al  Agencies,  Limited, 
the  brokers  handling  the  blankets  being  responsible  for  placing  any 
cover  necessary,  and  furthermore  being  .required  to  furnish  the 
Board  with  a  bond  holding  it  harmless  against  loss  occasioned 
through  laches  in  their  respective  offices. 

By  adopting  the  above  method  an  important  saving  has  been 
effected. 


Burglary  Insurance  (Cash) 

Some  fifty  agents  handling  this  line  of  business  were  invited 
to  submit  quotations,  and  suitable  protection  was  obtained  through 
the  Zurich  General  Accident  and  Liability  Insurance  Company, 
Limited. 
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This  cover  was  obtained  in  the  Ocean  Accident  &  Guarantee 
Corporation.  Limited,  at  a  very  moderate  premium. 


Finance 

In  order  to  finance  purchases  and  to  provide  expenses  for  the 
administration  of  the  Act,  the  Board  as  authorized  by  Section  138 
of  the  Act,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Provincial  Treasurer, 
arranged  at  first  to  borrow  from  the  bank  funds  to  meet 
requirements. 

Proposals  were  received  from  financial  institutions,  and  bor¬ 
rowings  were  arranged  for  by  way  of  overdraft  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  6%  per  annum. 

The  Provincial  Treasurer  intimated  that  as  provided  for  in 
Subsection  (3)  of  Section  138  of  the  Act,  he  was  prepared  to 
advance  to  the  Board  the  sum  of  $500,000,  to  partially  liquidate 
tlie  indebtedness  of  the  Board  to  the  bank  caused  by  the  purchase 
of  stocks  from  the  Chief  Vendor.  This  offer  was  accepted  and  the 
Board  became  indebted  to  the  Province  in  the  above  sum,  the  rate 
of  interest  being  agreed  upon  as  5:^4%  per  annum. 

Permits 

The  number  of  each  kind  of  permit  issued  is  set  out  in  the 
appendix  “B”  to  this  report. 

*•*•■■*  The  sum  of  $83,254.75  is  realized  from  the  sale  of  permits. 

Special  permits  under  Clause  (e)  of  Section  19  of  the  Act 
were  only  issued  on  the  approval  of  the  chief  police  officer  of  the 
district  in  which  the  applicant  resides. 

Special  permits  for  banquets  to  the  number  of  626  were  issued. 

Permits  Cancelled 

Permits  to  the  number  of  187  have  been  cancelled  during  the 
period  under  review,  these  figures  including  permits  held  by 
interdicted  persons  whose  permits  are  cancelled  immediately  notice 
ot  interdiction  is  received  by  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  101  of  the  Act. 

Interdiction 

Interdictions  numbered  84  during  the  seven  and  one-half 
months  the  Act  has  been  in  force.  Included  in  these  figures  are 
54  who  were  not  permit  holders. 

Brewers 

Each  brewery  is  required  to  pay  an  annual  license  fee  of 
$1,500  to  the  Board,  the  total  revenue  derived  from  this  source  is 
shown  on  the  Statement  of  Profit  and  Loss. 
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In  addition  to  the  license  fee,  the  Act  provides  for  a  tax  of 
Vl2l/2  cents  per  gallon  on  all  beer  sold  within  the  province.

“DA 


Hotel  Licenses 

Beer  licenses,  as  provided  for  in  Sections  32  and  33  of  the 
.Vet,  have  been  granted  to  the  licensees  of  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  hotels. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  great  majority  of  hotelmen  have 
made  a  conscientious  effort  to  live  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Act;  but  there  are  some  who  place  beer  sales  above  their  duty  to 
the  travelling  public.  Drastic  action  has  been  taken  against  offend¬ 
ers;  and  this  policy  will  be  continued  in  the  future. 

In  addition  to  the  number  granted,  68  additional  applications 
have  been  received  and  refused  for  various  reasons. 

A  list  of  the  hotels  licensed  together  with  a  list  of  those 
licensees  whose  licenses  were  cancelled  or  suspended  during  the 
period  under  review  is  given  in  appendix  “D”  to  this  report. 


Club  Licenses 

Forty-six  clubs  have  received  licenses  entitling  them  to  sell 
beer  to  bona  fide  members,  and  the  majority  of  these  have  lived  up 
to  the  conditions  of  the  license  and  by  strictly  observing  the  Act 
and  the  regulations  which  affect  them  have  protected  the  privilege 
which  was  granted  to  them  on  the  issue  of  the  license. 

A  list  of  the  clubs  licensed  together  with  a  list  of  those  whose 
licenses  were  suspended  for  varying  periods  is  shown  in  appendix 
‘DA 

1  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  by  the  Board  in 

dealing  with  applications  for  club  licenses  from  organizations 
which  have  been  more  or  less  dormant  for  some  years.  Careful 

I  investigation  followed  the  receipt  of  each  application,  and  where 
it  was  shown  that  the  life  of  the  club  would  depend  entirely  on 
the  profits  from  beer  sales  the  application  was  refused. 

A  tendency  has  developed  in  some  military  organizations  to 
load  their  membership  with  associate  members  who  are  not  ex- 
service  men.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  this  was  not  the  intent 
l  of  the  Act  and  it  is  respectfully  suggested  that  the  membership 
in  all  clubs  be  more  definitely  defined  by  legislation. 

I11  all  some  2  5  applications  for  club  licenses  were  refused. 

Canteen  Licenses 

f  '  V 

^Thirteen  licenses  to  canteens  operated  under  direct  military 
supervision  have  been  granted. 
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In  two  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  inflict  temporary 
suspension,  the  offence  in  each  case  being  that  of  selling  beer 
during  prohibited  hours. 

A  list  of  the  canteens  licensed  together  with  a  note  of  those 
whose  licenses  were  suspended  is  shown  in  appendix  “D”. 

Inspection  of  Licensed  Premises 

A  competent  staff  of  inspectors  is  retained  by  the  Board,  and 
the  premises  of  all  holders  of  licenses  are  subjected  to  periodical 
examinations. 

These  inspectors  are  conversant  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Board,  and  have  been  able,  on  numerous  occasions,  to  assist  and 
instruct  licensees  in  matters  pertaining  thereto. 

Flavoring  Extracts 

From  the  early  stages  of  operation  it  became  evident  that  a 
tremendous  illicit  traffic  was  taking  place  in  flavoring  extracts, 
especially  in  the  North  Country,  where  they  were  being  used 
extensively  for  beverage  purposes. 

The  Board  immediately  took  tentative  measures  to  control  the 
situation  and  later,  after  conferring  with  representatives  of  the 
Canadian  Manufacturers’  Association,  the  Retail  Merchants’ 
Association,  and  the  wholesalers,  evolved  a  license  system  whereby 
all  dealers  in  flavoring  extracts  were  required  to  obtain  a  license 
from  the  Board. 

The  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  undertook  to  sell  to  license 
holders  only. 

To  curtail  further  the  activities  of  unscrupulous  persons  it 
may  be  necessary  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  advisability 
of  establishing  prohibited  areas  wherein  which  no  sale  of  alcoholic 
extracts  may  take  place. 

Prescriptions  by  Medical  Practitioners 

In  the  seven  and  one-half  months  during  which  the  stores  have 
been  in  operation  the  vendors  have  been  called  upon  to  fill  a  total 
of  137  prescriptions  issued  by  the  medical  profession. 

Confiscated  Liquor 

A  statement  showing  the  quantity  of  liquor  confiscated  during 
tile  period  under  review  is  given  in  appendix  “E”  to  this  report. 

Settlement  for  the  proportion  found  to  be  genuine  and  taken 
into  stock  has  been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral,  the  balance  being  destroyed  under  authority  from  that 
department.  x 
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Customs  and  Excise 


After  careful  investigation  the  Board  lias  decided  that  it  can 
within  its  own  organization  handle  the  clearances  of  stocks  from 
the  customs  bonds,  which  work  has  in  the  past  been  handled  by 
customs  brokers,  thus  effecting  a  saving  of  approximately  $5,000 
per  annum. 


Prices  of  Spirits 


A  good  deal  of  confusion  exists  in  the  mind  of  the  public  as 
to  the  cause  of  the  high  prices  of  spirits. 

Picking  at  random  four  brands  of  Scotch  whiskey  it  is  found 
that  the  duty  charged  by  the  Dominion  customs  averages  over 
175%  of  the  original  cost.  On  two  brandies  the  average  is  215%, 
and  on  Canadain  Rye  Whiskey  the  average  is  164%. 


Between  May  10  and  December  31,  1924,  there  has  been  paid 
to  the  Dominion  Government  by  the  Board  and  the  brewers  of 
Alberta  over  $1,377,741.79,  representing  customs  and  excise  duties 
on  liquor  and  spirits,  taxes  on  beer,  excise  on  malt  and  sales  tax 
on  the  various  products  sold. 

Following  the  Board  s  established  practice  of  dealing  direct 
with  the  distillers,  a  considerable  saving  has  been  effected  by  way 
of  cash  and  trade  discounts. 


Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Illicit  Liquor 


/ 


The  Board  admits  with  regret  that  very  little  headway  has 
been  made  in  recent  months  in  stamping  out  the  illicit  manufacture 
of  “moonshine.’’  Numerous  individuals  who  live  mostly  in  the 
outlying  districts  continue  to  sell  this  product  in  districts  settled 
by  people  of  foreign  birth.  An  analysis  of  recent  seizures  reveals 
the  deadly  nature  of  this  pernicious  liquid,  and  it  is  fully  recognized 
it  constitutes  a  grave  menace  to  the  health  and  even  to  the  lives  of 
those  who  partake  of  it. 


The  Board  can  and  does  deal  with  cases  where  the  actual 
“monshine”  is  found,  but  no  authority  is  vested  in  any  of  our  en¬ 
forcement  officers  to  seize  stills  or  to  take  action  where  the  “mash’ 
or  “wash”  is  found  in  process  of  manufacture.  This  work  is 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  officers  of  the  Federal  Inland  Revenue 
Department,  and  we  respectfully  submit  that  the  organization  at 
present  dealing  with  this  work  is  entirely  inadequae  to  cope  with 
the  situation. 


During  the  last  eight  months  our  officers  have  been  instru¬ 
mental  in  obtaining  convictions  in  connection  with  still  cases, 
resulting  in  lines  aggregating  over  $4,000  being  paid  to  the 
Dominion  government.  This  work  was  carried  out  at  heavy 
expense,  and  the  province  has  been  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of 
$170  only. 
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Law  Enforcement 

The  Board  wishes.,  first  of  all,  to  record  its  great  appreciation 
of  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  Alberta  Provincial  Police  and  all 
city  and  other  municipal  police  forces  in  dealing  with  infractions 
of  the  Liquor  Act. 

The  Board’s  enforcement  department,  in  addition  to  an  office 
staff  of  three^  consists  of  a  supervisor  of  enforcement;  six  perman¬ 
ent  preventive  officers  stationed  throughout  the  province,  and 
temporary  employees  engaged  when  circumstances  warrant  addi¬ 
tional  assistance. 

In  carrying  out  this  work  an  average  of  twenty-three  men  was 
employed  monthly  over  the  whole  province;  and  their  activities 
included  travelling  117.990  miles  by  rail  and  21,535  miles  by  motor. 

The  Board  regards  the  enforcement  of  the  Liquor  Act  as  a 
first  requisite,  and  the  future  policy  will  be,  as  in  the  past,  to  deal 
drastically  with  those  who  flaunt  their  contempt  for  the  liquor 
laws  of  this  province. 

A  summary  of  charges  and  convictions  made  under  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Liquor  Control  Act  of  Alberta  between  May  10,  1921, 
and  December  31,  1924,  is  given  in  appendix  “F”  to  this  report. 

A  summary  of  the  activities  of  the  enforcement  branch  is 
given  in  appendix  “G”  to  this  report. 

.Staff 

The  Board  wishes  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  support  rendered  by  the  staff  in  general. 

At  times,  especially  during  the  initial  period  of  organization, 
the  work  has  been  both  arduous  and  trying,  but  under  all  circum¬ 
stances  the  entire  staff  has  manifested  a  spirit  of  cheerful  co¬ 
operation  and  willingness,  which  is  particularly  gratifying. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Officers 
Act,  being  Chapter  23  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta,  1922, 
arrangements  were  made  whereby  all  employees  of  the  Board  were 
bonded  in  sums  commensurate  with  their  duties  and  with  the 
positions  occupied  by  them. 

Before  placing  this  bond  the  business  was  thrown  open  to 
competitive  bid  and  was  finally  placed  with  the  Railway  Passengers' 
Assurance  Corporation  of  London,  England,  at  a  premium  of  20 
cents  per  $100. 

The  staff  return  is  shown  in  appendix  “H”  to  this  report. 

General  Remarks 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  414,277  individual 
As  ales  of  liquor  were  made  through  the  Government  Liquor  Stores, 
file  average  amount  of  each  sale  being  approximately  $6.8  5. 

Shipments  by  express  from  the  stores  and  warehouses  totalled 
14,369,  carrying  charges  defrayed  by  the  Board  on  these  shipments 
amounting  to  $7,834.64. 
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Recoveries  of  our  charges  on  freight  accounts  and  adjustments 
in  rates  resulted  in  the  Board  obtaining  rebates  totalling  $3,126.19. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  to  the  public  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Alberta  Provincial  Police  whereby  permits  may 
be  obtained  from  detachments  located  at  points  where  there  is  not 
a  Government  Liquor  Store. 

A  calculation  based  on  the  amount  of  gallonage  tax  paid  to 
the  Board  since  May  10,  1924,  shows  that  the  brewers  of  Alberta 
sold  approximately  2,269,464  gallons  of  beer  within  the  province 
between  that  date  and  December  31,  1924. 

No  authentic  figures  are  available  to  show  the  retail  value  of 
the  beer  sold  through  licensees. 

By  adopting  the  principle  of  buying  direct  from  the  distillers 
and  obtaining  cash  and  trade  discounts  a  saving  in  excess  of 
$20,000  has  been  effected. 

Conclusion 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  keen 
appreciation  of  the  loyal  co-operation  extended  to  it  by  all  classes 
of  the  community.
